DEWEY: TO THE RESCUE. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.-—Defending, 
with characteristic vigor, the American 
navy, Admiral Dewey today asserted 
that not only is our navy not 4 
“bluff,” but that he is confident that 
it would give a good accéunt of itself 
should war ever come. 

The admiral’s remarks were called 
forth by a statement attributed to for- 
mer Representative Iandis of Indiana, 
who in a recent speech at Cincinnati 
on advocating ship subsidy, is reported f 
to have said “th<t those Americans who 
are informed considered our navy #/| 

Declaring that he saw no war clouds 
gathering on the horizon, Admiral 
Dewey discussed several phases of: the 
navy. He expressed himself as heart- 
ily in favor of ship subsidy legisla- 
tion and made a strong plea for the 
continued upbuiiding of the navy. 

Referring to the remark attributed 
to Mr. Landis, Admiral. Dewey said, 
of course, what Mr. Landis meant was 
tyat the navy would be comparative- 
ly useless in time of war without 
necessary auxiliaries drawn from the 
merchant marine. | 

“He,” continued the admiral, “wants 
a subsidy for our ships of commerce 
and so do I.” 

The admiral expressed the belief 
that ship subsidy legislation could be 
secured were it not for the use of the 
word “subsidy,” which, he said, many 
people did not like because they 
thought it meant to give something 
for nothing. 

“But the American navy is not quite 
so helpless as one might imagine from 
Mr. Landis’s remarks,” said Admiral 
Dewey. “We have fifteen colliers and 
several transports already in the serv- 
lee. Of course, these would not be 
enough in time of war and I hope that 
we will continue to add to that num- 
ber. If we were to have a war we 
could purchase as many ships as we 
might need. We did so in the Spanish 
War. It would, of course, be a great 
deal better if we had them aitready.”
